America. The sponsoring group was reportedly very anxious 
to have Cuban representation at this conference. 

Los Angeles should conduct sufficient investigation 
to verify subject's trip to Mexico and be alert for developments 
therefrom. Results should be furnished the Bureau in a form 
suitable for dissemination accompanied by appropriate 
recommendations. y . 

Los Angeles is also instructed to review its file 
concerning captioned individual to insure that data appearing 
on subject's Reserve Index, Section A card is current and 
correct. It would also appear from available information that
